Party Majority Ever 
In Dominion House 


A veritable landside for Lib¬ 
eral candidates was the total 
esult of Monday’* Ivoting, send¬ 
ing to Ottawa 175 Liberal Mem 
bers the largest number in the 
history of Canada, and so large, 
that a part of them will have 
to sit in the opposition benches 
as onl^ 148 can be seated on- the 
Government side of the house. 
This will leave a total opposit¬ 
ion of 70 against the Governm¬ 
ent, and this includes Conservat 
ives, Social Credit. Labor and 
ill the **est of them. 

Prince Edward Island and 
Nova Scotia both went solid Lib 
eral and the other provinces 
vith the exception of Alberta 
*ent a majority of Liberals to 
Ottawa. In our own fair prov- 
nep the Social Credit party 
'Ook fifteen of the seventeen 
seats, ex-Premier Bennett being 
lected in Calgary West, and J. 
McKinnon Liberal in on e of the 
Edmonton seats. The C.C.F.. can 
ligates were all defeated, ’ and 
m most ridings, came out on 
L he small end of the voting.

The building of 
the new Library Cupboard was 
given to C. W. Lamb with inst¬ 
ructions to proceed at orce and 
get this additional shelf room 
into place. 

The reports and payroll were 
read and ordered paid, and a 
number of broken and worn cul¬ 
verts throughout town wer c or¬ 
dered fixed at once. 

Street lighting was discussed, 
there being many complaints 
regarding the lack of sufficient 
lights in town. A n effort will bo 
made to obtain more lights if 
arrangements ca n be made with 
the Canadian Utilities. 

The meeting adjourned at 
10:30 p.m. t a record for early- 
closing this year.

Alth¬ 
ough a small amount of oats, 
not more than one-third of the 
grain ration, may be fed throu 
ffhout the feeding period, it is 
quite safe to gradually replace 
part of the oats with herlvier 
grains until the oats are complet 
ely eliminated after G to 8 
weeks. A mixture of grains is 
often more satisfactory than a 
single grain as a mixture prov¬ 
ides more variety and so incr¬ 
eases palatability. This is par¬ 
ticularly tru e of rye which is 
unpalatable to, and causes dig¬ 
estive disturbances in lambs if 
fed as the sole grain. Trials 
conducted at this Station indic¬ 
ate that it is both uneconomical 
and detrimental to th e health 
of the lambs to feed a ground 
grain ration. The maximum 
grain feed per day, when hand 
fed, has been found to b c ab¬ 
out two pounds. 

A rule of thumb which may 
1)0 of value to the prospective 
feeder who is wondering how 
many lambs he can finish with 
the feed on hand is that roug 
lily 150 pounds of grain and 
twice that amount of hav 
should be available for each 
lamb going into the feed lo';. 

It is very important that 
lamb consuming large amounts 
of dry feed have an ample sup¬ 
ply of good clean water. Salt 
should always be fed liberally 
and at this Station is fed in a 
trough raised off the ground so 
that it will not become dirty. 

In practically every case, no 
matter what the number of 
lambs on feed, it will be found 
quite profitable to pay very 
close attention to the Iambi as 
d they finish and sell in two or 
5 more drafts.

Because the charm and rest- 
fuless of th 0 hom e depend larg 
dy on its lighting arrangements 
there cannot be too many at¬ 
tractive lamps, particularly if 
the shades are made of shim¬ 
mering “Cellohane,” which looks 
as well when the light is tur¬ 
ned oil* as when it is turned on. 

The “Diana’* shade is ten 
inches in diameter and is made 
on a wire frame. Materials need 
ed are the frame, a roll of “Cel¬ 
lophane,” som e colored silk or 
crepe paper, a few gummed red 
blue or gold stars or similar 


^/N/StfiD SJTA&f- 
cut-outs, and some silk or vel¬ 
vet ribbon for binding. 

First cut th e creep paper or 
silk slightly more than the he¬ 
igh of the wire frame and as 
wide as two of the sections of 
the wire rims of the frame. 
Now stretch and attach tha 
material along the top and bot-r 
tom rims of the frame. If pap¬ 
er is used, paste it down, or if 
silk is used it should be over¬ 
sown along the rims. Proceed 
.".round the frame until it is all 
covered end then trim off the 
surplus material. Now stick the 


statrs or cut outs here & there 
on the paper. You may prefer to 
leave th c silk plain, if this mat 
trial is used. An interesting ef- ' 
feet may be obtained by pleat¬ 
ing th e silk as it is attached to 
t.ic frame. 

It is now ready for the “Cel¬ 
lophane,” which is applied in 
overlaping strips. The roll of 
this material is cut into one- 
inch wld 0 strips which are fold 
c* »u half. The long strips are 
then wound up over, down and 
up again on the frame, cover¬ 
ing the inside and outside sur¬ 
faces of the frame. The strips 
should overlap their width by 
about half until the entire 
frame is covereJ. The ends of 
each strip may be secured with 
mucilage to the end of the 
j ext strip. 

When the frame is entirely 
covered, bind the top and bot¬ 
tom rjngs with silk or velvet 
ribbon which may be glued or 
sewn in place. By using contras 
ting colors beautiful shades may 
be made by this method. The 
“Cellophane” may be obtained 
y^ur stationery store.

BOXES 

Hardwood of any kind is not 
suitable for standard dressed 
poultry boxes. Accordig to the 
Canadian Standards, lumber us¬ 
ed for 1 making Xh^se boxes must 
b e a sound, ^ajr'fyv uMaiiiy of 
soft wood planed wopjn §h 
both sides free from knots, and 
square, straight-edge stock but 
not tongued or grooved. When 
boxes are mad e up, there are 
five essential points; (1) each 
side and end must be in one 
piece and b e square cut, (2) tops 
k'nd |;qttoms must be flush with 

and fit*flush ,K>th side f- 
(3) an allowance must fa 
for a small space, of not more 
than a sixteenth of an inch, be¬ 
tween the boards on top and 
lx)ttom of the box to assit quick 
sharp freezing when placed in 
storage, (4) the bottoms and 
tops should be in at least three 
pieces, and (5) wide boards 
should be used as outside bo-
